forming the device. 

In response the applicant's arguments in the paragraph bridging pages 3 and 
4 of the applicant's response dated 01/25/06, it is submitted that the motivation 
for combing the teachings of Shokouhi et al. into the device of AAPA is to prevent 
leakage current. Further, it is submitted that since the applicant claims 
combination, this must be an evidence of success for the combination. 

In response the applicant's arguments in the first full paragraph on page 4 of 
the applicant's response dated 01/25/06, it is submitted that since pending claims 
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recite "comprising", the claimed invention does not exclude Inclusion of other 
elements or steps that are recited.
